TOWN WARRANT 


The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Acad- 
emy in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the eighth day 
of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the bud- 
get, to raise as estimated therein the necessary funds to 
transact the Town’s business for the ensuing year. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the Town through Tax Collector's deeds. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the bud- 
get of the Electric Light Department. 


7. To hear reports of all committees and take 
action relating thereon. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money not to exceed $600.00; a like sum 
will be donated by Philip C. Thayer; to widen and 
straighten Furnace Brook and level excavated dirt, 
starting near the bridge at Tricnit Hosiery Mills to the 
stone wall line at land of Thayer and LaFreniere, in 
rear of residence of Francis LaFreniere and Fred 
Somero, to prevent continuous flooding and damages to 
the surrounding residences, or take any action thereon. 
This project to be under the direction of Philip C. 
Thayer and in agreement with the Board of Selectmen. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 (five hundred dollars) to be 
used to improve the entrance road to Pratt Pond by 
gravelling that section of the road leading from Poor 
Farm Hill Road opposite the residence of Walter 
Kuusisto for a distance of 1500 feet in from Poor Farm 
Hill Road. Any work done on this road shall not con- 
stitute its acceptance as a town road. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1200.00 for a resident physician. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase a one ton four-wheel drive 
pickup truck for the Highway Department. This truck 
to be equipped with dump body and blade snow plow 
and to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$3000.00 for this purpose. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen, Road Agent and one other citizen (to be 
selected at this meeting) to purchase a new, or used 
four-wheel drive loader. 


The I. D. 9 tractor and old crawler would cover 
the down payment on either, and to raise and appro- 
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priate a sum not to exceed $8000.00 for the purchase 
of a used machine or a sum not to exceed $14000.00 
for a new machine. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to close a portion 
of the Old County Road so-called, beginning in front 
of Paul Krook’s farm and extending 1150 feet (more or 
less) in a northerly direction passing through Paul 
Krook’s farm to north boundary line or take any action 
thereon. 


14. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $821.65 for T.R.A. By doing so, the 
Town will be entitled to a contribution from the 
State of $5477.65. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2478.00 to be used in the devel- 
opment, maintenance, and supervision of the Recre- 
ation Field, or take any action thereon. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $25.00, to be matched with an 
equal sum from the State, the same to be used together 
with the sum of $100.00 raised but not spent last year, 
all to be spent this year for the clearing and opening of 
roads and trails useful in fighting forest fires. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $206.00 (1/100 of 1% of the valua- 
tion of the Town) to the Monadnock Region Association 
of Southwestern New Hampshire for issuance and dis- 
tribution of printed matter, newspapers and magazine 
advertising and by other means calling attention to the 
resources and natural advantages of the town, in co- 
operation with the other thirty-seven towns in the 
Monadnock Region. 


18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

Fire Prevention is Everybody's Business 

The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire stand- 
point. New Hampshire had the best record in the 
nation. Fewer acres were bumed, suppression costs 
were substantially reduced and damage to woodlands 
held to a minimum. The record resulted from a com- 
bination of favorable weather conditions, an alert 
warden service and a cooperating public. 

Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing 
note. 

58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused 
by careless smokers and debris burners. 

10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by chil- 
dren. 

Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent 
minded individuals and failure of parents to properly 
supervise children and keep matches out of their reach, 
annually cause these unnecessary fires which cost large 
sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. The 
elimination of these three causes of fires would radically 
change this picture. The rules are simple — 

1. Before burning, secure a permit from vour local 
forest fire warden — the law requires it. 

2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before 
leaving it. 

4. Dont throw lighted matches, cigars and cigar- 
ettes from moving vehicles — use your ash tray. 

5. Don't burn at home. Use your town dump and 
save yourself much possible difficulty, both personal 
and financial.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich, 
I respectfully submit my third annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The Central School opened this fall with a single 
change in staff. Mrs. Eva B. Gagnon of New Ipswich 
was hired to fill the vacancy caused by the departure 
of Mrs. Dorothea Somero. Mrs. Gagnon has had many 
years of teaching experience since graduation from 
Keene Teachers College in 1939. She has taught in 
various locations throughout the State, most recently 
in Milford and Amherst, New Hampshire. Her train- 
ing, experience and background have made her a very 
welcome addition to the staff, quite in keeping with 
the quality that has always been expected of teachers 
in New Ipswich. Other teachers continue in their posi- 
tions as in the past. Mrs. Pearl Thompson continues 
to teach grade five and assume responsibilities as Prin- 
cipal of the building. Miss Battis teaches grade one, 
Mrs. Shea — grades one and two, Mrs. Kangas — grade 
three, Mrs. Eaton — grade four, and Mrs. Maynard in 
grade six. Mr. Lamerand has continued as teacher in 
Social Studies hired by the School District to teach at 
the Academy. Miss Elsie Wheeler continues as teacher 
of music and Supervisor, Mrs. Verner Korpi as Physical 
Education Instructor. 

The health department continues to be adequately 
handled by Dr. Claire Cayward as School Physician. 
Mrs. Laila Luhtala of New Ipswich was hired to fill 
the School Nurse vacancy upon the resignation of Miss 
Sybil Beatham as School Nurse. 

The School Lunch staff of Mrs. Marion Davis and 
Mrs. William Somero continues to provide children with 
excellent meals at reasonable cost. Mr. William Somero 
continues to fulfill his responsibilities as School Cus- 
todian. 
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The continuance of practically all of the staff for 
another year has certainly been to the benefit of the 
children of the town. A sound, thorough, challenging 
and well balanced program is being provided; a pro- 
gram which justifies parental feeling that the educa- 
tion of their children is in the hands of good teachers, 
sensitively concerned about the education of their 
children. 

During this past school year all school districts 
throughout the country have become affected by Na- 
tional Legislation which was passed September 5, 1958 
by the Congress of the United States. This Act, the 
National Defense Education Act, made available to 
educational institutions throughout the country some 
billion dollars to strengthen the educational effort. By 
the mere title of this Act, Congress shows awareness 
that the very defense of this country hinges upon the 
educational and intellectual level of its citizenry and is 
willing to spend such an amount of money to strength- 
en education in the United States. The most important 
title of this Act, as far as the town of New Ipswich is 
concerned, is Title Three, which provides money to 
strengthen education beyond the usual effort of a com- 
munity in the areas of Math, Science and Foreign 
Languages. Funds made available by the National 
Defense Act are on a matching basis, each dollar that 
is expended to strengthen education is matched by a 
dollar of Federal funds. New Ipswich’s share of this 
huge allotment of money amounts to some $350 each 
year for a period of three years. The School Board has 
alr eady voted to expend money made available for the 
purchase of a portable Science Laboratory Bench and 
related equipment necessary for adequately implement- 
ing instruction in Science, in grades seven and eight. 
Additional money is being utilized to pay some of the 
costs of the new television set which is, at this time, 
within the school plant, and made available through 
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the efforts of the Parent Teacher Association. Money 
for further strengthening instruction will be provided 
in the next two years under the present Act and it 
is expected that upon termination of the time limit of 
the current Act, additional legislation will be passed. 

As has already been noted above, just recently a 
television set was purchased for use within the school 
and money was provided to join the New Hampshire 
educational television outlet in Durham. The teachers 
are quickly utilizing the offerings of this television sta- 
tion to supplement instruction in the areas of Literature, 
Science, and Social Studies and it is hoped that even 
the Conversational French Program will at some time 
in the future be utilized for the benefit of the children 
of the community. 

Since the first of January, after considerable study, 
inquiry, and recommendation by one of the teachers 
material was placed within the. school, called a Reading 
Laboratory. This material is designed to strengthen 
speed and comprehension of reading by children in 
grades four, five and six, and is being utilized this year 
as a sort of experimental procedure. The beauty of this 
device is that it is designed to aid and assist pupils at 
all reading levels within a given grade, the slow and 
good readers. In the past, most devices concentrated 
their efforts singularly upon the slow readers. An ad- 
ditional feature of this device is that it places each 
pupil in competition with himself, rather than with 
the class as a whole. In the initial stages of this pro- 
gram, readings are made daily in a manner that en- 
courages children to try to improve today upon the 
record made yesterday. Up to this time, this material 
has only been used within the sixth grade, but already 
gives evidence of results which may have a far reaching 
effect as to the reading ability of children. It is im- 
minently expected that this material will be used in 
grades four and five with similarly satisfactory results. 
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Buildings and Grounds 

The buildings and grounds are in better condition 
at this time than they were a year ago. This statement 
is based primarily upon the fact that improvements 
have been made within the heating system which, it 
is felt, have eliminated the problem which existed here- 
tofore. This has been done by providing additional 
duct work into the rooms of the most recent addition, 
and by channeling some of the heat that was formerly 
sent into rooms in the older part of the building to the 
newer rooms. Up to this time the winter has not been 
nearly as severe as in the past, but after improvements 
were made last year, some severe weather did occur 
which seemed to prove that the heating system was 
adequate. 

Even though the playground area has not been 
greatly increased by improvements made during the 
past year, the fencing, running generally east and 
west, has been relocated along the school property line 
and graded into private property, so that a washing 
away of the ground will be prevented. Up to this time, 
washing away was a considerable problem. Play space 
is still sorely limited and the basketball area is in bad 
state of deterioration even though sincere efforts were 
made by the Board to have this area improved. It is 
understood, that arrangements have been made with 
the Recreation Committee to utilize the facilities of 
that group which are in the proximity of the school. 
This perhaps is the most reasonable and economical 
solution to the playground problem, although there is 
the detracting factor of location as far as the Recrea- 
tional Committee’s facilities are concerned. 

Mr. William Somero, the School Custodian, time 
and time again proves his value. This past year many 
dollars were saved by having Mr. Somero paint all class- 
rooms within the building and the All Purpose room, 
this of course in addition to regular summer work. 
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As each additional set of fluorescent lights has been 
installed within the building, the shortcomings of in- 
candescent illumination becomes more markedly evi- 
dent and this year funds are provided within the budget 
for the installation of fluorescent lights within an ad- 
ditional room of the older part of the building. 


Special Articles 

Article 9 provides opportunity for the School Dis- 
trict to enter into an exchange contract with Appleton 
Academy as has been voted each year at the School 
District meeting. The sum of money being requested 
this year is $30,100 which is about $1,000 more than 
was requested last year. The increase has been brought 
about primarily by increased costs of operation at the 
Academy and also increased New Ipswich enrollment 
at the Senior High School level. 

Even though there is no contract with the Academy 
for Junior High School tuition costs, it seems appro- 
priate to include a discussion of these costs at this 
point within this report. As can be seen, this increase 
in Junior High School tuition costs amounts to $7,740, 
a marked increase but accountable for by three sound 
reasons; 1. an increase of some sixteen pupils in Junior 
High School enrollment; 2, an increase in costs per 
pupil for Junior High School education; and 3, a dif- 
ferent manner of apportioning Appleton Academy costs, 
between Junior and Senior High School levels. Pre- 
viously Junior High School costs within the budget 
have been limited to the state average costs, any bal- 
ance required by the Academy being budgeted at the 
Senior High level. This year the Academy's estimate 
for Junior High School and Senior High School costs 
have been voted by the Board to appear in the budget. 
There is an increase of about $1,000 in Junior High 
School budget costs which shows up by such a pro- 
cedure, as compared to the State Average method. It 
is important to note that net cost to the Academy does 
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not change no matter how costs are adjusted between 
Junior and Senior High School levels. 

Article 10 requests permission of the School Board 
from the District to accept funds which might be made 
available to the School District from Federal or State 
sources, primarily the funds under the National De- 
fense Education Act. 

Article 11 deals with a transportation problem which 
has been becoming more and more acute with each 
passing year. At the present time, the contract between 
the School District and the bus operator of the routes 
noted, makes it necessary for each bus to make two 
runs in the morning and in the afternoon. This situa- 
tion makes it necessary for some children to be picked 
up as early as 7:30 in the morning and be returned 
home as late as 4:00 to 4:30 in the afternoon. This 
certainly is not a desirable situation, especially for 
children of the primary grades. A careful study of bus 
enrollments, routes and bus capacities, indicates that 
the only way in which this problem can be solved 
would be by the addition of two buses, each then be- 
ing required to make but one trip in the morning and 
one in the afternoon. The present contractor indicates 
that the maximum amount needed to provide such 
additional transportation service would require approxi- 
mately an additional $6800, although it would be ex- 
pected that such additional transportation, if voted by 
the District, would be obtained only after appropriate 
bidding was executed. It is expected that such addi- 
tional transportation would provide this type of service 
for several years. 

Article 12 was inserted in the School District War- 
rant by petition of Mr. Wilson Allen. 


Finance 

The total appropriation required to meet the School 
Board’s Budget for 1960-61 amounts to $116,242.12, 
an increase of $12,463.69 over the amount raised for 
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the current school year. Due however. to an estimated 
increase in income for 1960-61 over that estimated for 
1959-60, of about $2,000, the assessment required to 
cover the School Board’s Budget amounts to $10,322.69 
over the current assessment. 

The bulk of this increase is accountable to two 
areas; first, High School Tuitions, where an increase of 
$8,821 is evident (the tuition increase has already been 
discussed ); second, within the area of Teachers’ Salar- 
ies, Item No. 6, an increase of $2,245. This latter in- 
crease is being requested by the Board to provide 
salaries commensurate with the quality of education 
which is expected in New Ipswich for its children. The 
average elementary teacher's salary in New Ipswich 
is exactly the same as the State average but the median 
salary is above those being offered in towns in this 
general area, however it is below the median of two 
nearby towns who provide an equal quality of edu- 
cation. 

Other areas of increase in the budget lie within the 
following areas. In Item No. 4, an increase of $217.63 
is evident because of increased salaries being paid to 
Union No. 63 secretaries, an additional share being 
apportioned to New Ipswich because of increased en- 
rollment. In Items 7 and 8, an increase of $258 is evi- 
dent, most of which is made necessary to take advantage 
of the National Defense Education funds which have 
previously been noted within the report. In Item 11, 
an increase of $200 in salary for the School Custodian 
is being provided. In Item 15 an increase of $255 for 
Health Services, most of which is being provided the 
School Nurse for the increased services which are being 
provided children through her efforts. In Item No. 16, 
an increase of $234 is made necessary by additional 
youngsters being transported on a per pupil basis from 
the Highbridge area. The bulk of the increase in Item 
No. 19 is evident because of a relocation of teachers’ 
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Social Security from Item 20 to Item 19. The remainder 
of the increase is brought about by increased Social 
Security rates. In Item 21, an increase of $375 is evi- 
dent to provide for additional lighting which was noted 
within this report. 

Items of decrease within the budget lie in Item No. 
23 where purchases made in 1959-60 are not antici- 
pated for the coming school year, and in Item No. 26 
where a reduction of interest charges results in a de- 
crease of $242.50. 

On the income side of the ledger, due to the in- 
creased enrollment of the school, an increase in Foun- 
dation Aid is estimated for the year 1960-61. This 
amount being estimated as $1,800 more than that which 
was provided for the present school year. It will be 
noted that Federal Aid to the extent of $350 is also 
anticipated for the coming school year. 


Conclusion 
New Ipswich may well be proud of their elected 
School Board for their tireless service to the school and 
children of the town. They have sincerely strived to 
provide quality education while, at the same time, be- 
ing economical in the expenditure of District funds. 
Their interest and help, along with that of the staff, 
parents and friends of the school has been a source of 
continual encouragement in efforts being made to pro- 
vide a sound program of education for the children of 
New Ipswich.

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REPORT OF STATE NURSE 


A series of Immunization clinics was held at Cen- 
tral School in New Ipswich in September, October and 
November. Pre-school children were given their Triple 
Toxoid immunization against Whooping cough, Tetanus 
and Diphtheria and Small Pox vaccinations. 

All age children were given Salk Vaccine shots as 
protection against polio. 

In the evening there was an hour long clinic for 
adults who were not immunized previously against 
polio. These were held in September and October. 

All clinics were under the direction of Mrs. Laila 
Luhtala, R.N., School Nurse, who recruited registered 
nurses and clerical workers for the clinics, and solicited 
lolly pops for the young patients. 

Dr. Claire G. Cayward, school physician served at 
all clinics, Dr. Robert Wellwood assisted. 

There will be a Salk Clinic this Spring to provide 
children and adults with their third (or fourth) Polio 
inoculations and this completes the immunizations. 

The State Department of Health was in charge of 
this project.
